"fn Business To Stay** 
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The Racing Scene: Bonsai's Success 

By Don Reed 


Maryland’s fall racing season got away 
to a flying start at Laurel and Trainer F. A. 
Bonsai, Jr., one of the directors of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, put 
on a one-man show to enliven the proceed¬ 
ings. Bonsai, who has been around horses 
since he was able to walk, and for many 
years has been one of Maryland’s most re¬ 
spected and best-liked conditioners, en¬ 
joyed the unusual experience of sending 
out four horses on the first program at 
Laurel and having three of them win with 
the other finishing second to one of these 
victors. 

To cap the climax, two of the three tri¬ 
umphs were in the two divisions of the 
traditional Capital Handicap, six furlong 
stakes which always graces the inaugural 
card at the track half-way between Balti¬ 
more and Washington. Bonsai sent out H. 
L. Straus’ New Moon to win one section 
of the handicap while he saddled Pentagon

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stable’s The Doge to win the other in which 
Quarter Moon carried the Straus silks to 
second position. His third winner of the 
day was W. Y. Goldsborough’s Marcia P., 
a daughter of Discovery that is a full sister 
to the stakes performer Lord Calvert. 

Few begrudged Bonsai his success as the 
fall season began for he has done exceed¬ 
ingly well over the years with a rather 
limited supply of material. 

Bonsai’s racing background is one to in¬ 
trigue those who like a dash of romance 
with their turf history. He comes by his 
love of horses very naturally, since his 
father founded the Harford Hunt and was 
M.F.H. of that group for many years. As 
young Bonsai grew up, he developed the 
same keen interest his father had shown 
and he proved successful as a rider in some 
of the country’s outstanding cross-country 
races. 

The records show that in 1927 and 
again in 1928 the famed Maryland Hunt 
Cup fell to Bonsai astride the late C. L. A. 
Heiser’s Bon Master and he recalls finish¬ 
ing second on Brose Hover and third with 
Aimwell in the same race. Like a great 
many riders who love the sport over the 
fences, he suffered broken arms on several 
occasions and still is bothered occasionally 
by an old shoulder injury received in such 
racing. 
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When his father died, Bonsai main¬ 
tained the farm in Harford county for some 
years but moved into Worthington Valley 
when his mother remarried and C. L. A. 
Heiser thus became his step father. Heiser 
was first president of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and Pimlico has a 
stakes named in his honor, in which only 
Maryland-bred horses are eligible. He then 
turned his riding attention to the Green 
Spring Valley Hounds hunt, founded by 
his uncle Redmond Stewart and he later 
became Master of Hounds. 

About 1928 Bonsai first got J. W. Y. 
Martin interested in owning and breeding 
horses and eventually Martin purchased 
property owned by Bonsai and by the 
Heiser estate. It is over this layout that the 
Maryland Hunt Cup is run annually before 
crowds which range upwards of 10,000 to 
15,000. At first Bonsai merely ran the farm 
for Martin and provided training quarters 
for the horses, with Louis Feustel being 
listed as the trainer on the official pro¬ 
grams. But eventually Bonsai wound up as 
the actual trainer for Martin and since then 
he has conditioned horses for a good many 
additional patrons. 

Bonsai remembers that Martin’s real 
start in the sport came when he acquired 
the mare Con Amore for about $3,500 to 
$4,000 and later purchased Dark Hope as 
a yearling for $3,000. These two were the 
early stars of the Martin stable and Bonsai 
retains a very fond spot in his heart for 
both. However of all the horses he trained 
for the Worthington Valley sportsman. 
Bonsai is inclined to lean toward Battle 
Jack as the gamest. "He was a fast horse, 
and game, and had he been sound I be¬ 
lieve he’d have been pretty close to a cham¬ 
pion,’’ says Bonsai. "As it was, he won sev¬ 
eral stakes for us.’’ 

One thing which delighted Bonsai when 
he scored in the Capital was the fact that 
he won one division with New Moon, a 
Maryland-bred, and finished second to his 
other winner with a half-brother to New 
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Moon, both being owned by a Maryland 
sportsman, H. L. Straus. 

The Hunters, however, still have a great 
appeal for Bonsai and he likes to remind 
listeners that Dunks Green, owned by 
Walter Salmon was one of the best jump¬ 
ers he ever rode. Dunks Green finally broke 
down but on the three occasions when Bon¬ 
sai rode, he was victorious, once in the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup. Bonsai also is rather proud 
of the fact that he once won the My Lady’s 
Manor cross-country race with Mocassin. 

"Downey,’’ as he is better known to his 
wide circle of friends and acquaintances, is 
married to the former Edith Bass, daugh¬ 
ter of a former Governor of New Hamp¬ 
shire. They have three children, two boys 
and a girl. The boys, 9 and 6, are already 
beginning to learn the rudiments of horse¬ 
manship from their distinguished father. 
The daughter, not quite a year old, will 
have to wait for a brief period before learn- 
ning that she can’t drink her milk out of 
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Frank A. Bonsai, Jr., trainer of one of the lar- 
gest public stables active in Maryland and one 
of the most successful of the younger mem¬ 
bers of the profession. 
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the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Bonsai now has horses for eight differ¬ 
ent patrons. In addition to Straus and Mar¬ 
tin, he has The Pentagon stable string, this 
being a partnership of Mrs. Barclay Henry 
and Mrs. Jay Secor, owners of The Doge. 
Then too he has horses for W. Y. Golds- 
borough, Mrs. Chester A. Lyon, W. P. 
Wetherall, Dr. Wilmer C. Ensor and 
Charles C. Jones. 

While Bonsai has ventured the opinion 
that Battle Jack was ’'about the best” horse 
he has trained, he admits that recent per¬ 
formances of New Moon and The Doge 
have impressed him very favorably and 
that he may have to revise his ideas on the 
subject. 

Possibly the rapid start in the fall season 
for Bonsai and his patrons was merely a 
tip-off on what was to come for everyone 
connected with the game in this State. For 
the Laurel meeting certainly lost no time 
swinging into a speedy tempo. Attendance 
has reached the point where every day is 
like the Saturdays and holidays of old— 
while on the Saturdays and holidays there 
just isn’t room for half the customers. 

Wagering, too, is advancing to the same 
levels as attendance, which means that 
when they close the books on the 36-day 
meeting October 20, the chances are that 
the daily play will have run around a mil¬ 
lion dollar average. The State, therefore, 
will reap handsomely from this business 
and it will not be at all surprising if records 
are set in both attendance and betting 
figures. 

Laurel’s management, just prior to the 
opening, announced a $500,000 improve¬ 
ment program which seems certain to meet 
with general approval. It is hoped to have 
most of the work done within a year’s time, 
thus enhancing the value of the property 
for racing purposes in 1946. Installation 
of a drainage system for the racing strip, 
enlargement of the grandstand, replace¬ 
ment of the older barns, a lot of paving and 
road work in the stable area, improvements 
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on roads in the parking lots and additional 
fire protection are among the items which 
Laurel proposes to get done within the next 
twelve months. 

Still further plans have been outlined by 
the directors, but some of these may have 
to await the more necessary features, be¬ 
cause of material and labor shortages and 
lack of time in which to accomplish them. 
However it is safe to say that when the en¬ 
tire program has been completed. Laurel 
will have a layout of which any State could 
well be proud. 

But to get back to the racing, a couple 
more Marylanders won stakes on the 
first Saturday of the meeting when Jacob 
L. Friedman’s Milcave was triumphant in 
the Bryan & O’Hara Handicap and Marine 
Victory carried the colors of R. Bruce 
Livie’s Bobanet stable to a clear score in 
the Eastern Shore Handicap. With this 
sort of a start, it looks as though the home 
state owners and trainers will win their 
full share of the 16 stakes on the Laurel 
program and of the 18 to follow during 
Pimlico’s 35-day meeting which follows 
immediately. 

Milcave, incidentally, is one of the year’s 
real "Cinderella horses” for this mare only 
a year ago raced under an $800 claiming 
tag at Charles Town. Her improvement 
under Charles M. Feltner of Virginia, has 
been a fine tribute to this veteran’s skill, 
and victories on successive Saturdays in the 
Vineland Handicap at Garden State and 
the Bryan & O’Hara at Laurel attest her 
ability to run fast and far against the best 
opposition. 

Pimlico has released its list of stakes at¬ 
tractions and the Pimlico Special, sporting 
winner-take-all event which annually high¬ 
lights the fall program, has been scheduled 
for Saturday, November 17, and its com¬ 
panion piece on the card will be the first 
running of the Marguerite, at a mile and 
a sixteenth and for two-year-old fillies, thus 
rivaling Laurel’s Selima Stakes. The 
Selima, incidentally, is worth $20,000 this 
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MARCIA P., daughter of Discovery and Her 
Grace, trained by Frank A. Bonsai, Jr. to win 
the first race of the fall season at Laurel for 
W. Y. Goldsboro. 

season instead of the usual $10,000 in 
added money. Besides the Special, the 
Riggs, the Walden and the Pimlico Cup 
Handicap will carry $25,000 endowments. 

The Futurity, always highly prized by 
the owners of star juveniles, will be decided 
on Saturday, November 24. The usual 
steeplechase stakes also adorn the list. They 
are the Jervis Spencer, the Battleship and 
the Manly. 

* * * 

With the lifting of restrictions against 
special trains and service to sports events 
by the ODT, Laurel was enabled to have 
extra train service after the meeting had 
been going a week. Specials standing on 
the sidings at the tracks reminded the fans 
of ’’the good old days” and this service 
probably was responsible for a considerable 
portion of the increased business.

George H. (Brick) Martin, Laurel su¬ 
perintendent, received many compliments 
on the resurfacing job done on the racing 
strip. After a steady two-day rain, horses 
came back to run in excellent time and yet 
with plenty of cushion and no bad spots to 
detract from the running. 
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Honors for Howard Bruce 

Termed by his former chief, General 
Brehon B. Somervell, a ’’miracle man” of 
the Army Service Forces, and ’’one of the 
great architects” in the design of the war 
machine, the Maryland sportsman and 
breeder Howard Bruce has been awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal by Presi¬ 
dent Truman for his great services in the 
war effort. Mr. Bruce is one of four civil¬ 
ians to be so signally honored in World 
War 11. Since the war began Mr. Bruce has 
served with the A.S.F. in Washington, al¬ 
ways in ’’tight spots,” his final assignment 
being Director of Materiel. Always refus¬ 
ing to don a uniform and accept a commis¬ 
sion, Mr. Bruce remained a civilian, doing 
a great job of work throughout the war. 

Howard Bruce has long been known as 
one of Maryland’s foremost sportsmen. 
All his life he has been a fox hunter, hav¬ 
ing been Master of the Elkridge Hounds 
for a period. Mr. Bruce it was who bought 
the bad mannered stake horse Billy Barton 
and made a great hunter and timber horse 
of him, and then sent the son of *Huon 
to England, only to have the misfortune to 
be beaten into second place in the Grand 
National of 1929. Mr. Bruce has kept a 
few mares at his Elkridge estate for many 
years and has always raised the replace¬ 
ments for his stable, which has been suc¬ 
cessful as long as the ’’old rose, white 
sleeves and cap” have been known on the 
tracks. The stable has always been Mary¬ 
land trained by Elmer Trueman, Frank 
Garret and, since the latter died, by John 
H. C. Forbes. Jay Jay, winner of many a 
good race, has been a star of the Bruce 
stable for years. Mr. Bruce is one of Mary¬ 
land’s four members of the Jockey Club.

Maryland's Fall Sales 

The fall sales will this year start off with 
a sale of approximately fifty head of hunt¬ 
ers, show prospects, green horses suitable 
to become hunters, and hacks to be held in 
connection with the Maryland Hunter 
Show. This affair will be held at the Green 
Spring Hunts kennels in the Worthing¬ 
ton Valley, Friday night, October 5th, at 
8:30 P.M. The principal offering will con¬ 
sist of thirty-two horses from the breeders 
of the Genessee Valley in New York State. 
All of these horses have passed the veter¬ 
inarian’s inspection and will be sold with a 
certificate as to their condition. 

The breakdown of the group is as fol¬ 
lows: Thoroughbreds; 3 yearlings, 2 two- 
year-olds, 2 three-year-olds, 2 four-year- 
olds and one seven-year-old. Of half-breds, 
all of which are registered, and most of 
which have three or four Thoroughbred 
crosses, there are 5 yearlings, 2 two-year- 
olds, 6 three-year-olds, 3 four-year-olds, 
and four from six to eight years old. All 
but two four-year-olds and two three-year- 
olds have been broken. Some have hunted 
for a season or two, and a number are 
schooled to some extent. 

This group of horses is consigned by its 
breeders and includes some promising 
stock, including blue ribbon winners at the 
Genessee Valley Breeders’ Association’s 
show at Avon. There is already consider¬ 
able interest in the consignment, which 
should sell well with the present demand 
for horses. 

Sydney Glass, who is suffering from 
’’help trouble,” will send down eight head 
of good young Thoroubhbreds and half- 
breds from his West Chester, Penna., 
stable. Mr. Glass handles nothing but high 
class horses and stands behind what he does 
sell. There will be a number of registered 
half-breds and a few Thoroughbred hunt¬ 
ers in addition to the above listed consign¬ 
ments. The consignors include Rigan Mc¬ 
Kinney, Mrs. J. Wesley Edel, McDonogh 
School, C. Wilbur Price and others. 
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The sale to be held at Pimlico, October 
29 and 30, will feature the dispersal of the 
J. H. Louchheim Thoroughbreds, includ¬ 
ing the stallions Economic and Pharanor 
and a number of useful racehorses. In ad¬ 
dition there will be a draft of ten good 
mares from the Hope Creek Farm of Mr.

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Harry A. Parr III Receives Award 

Harry A. Parr III, youthful President of 
the Maryland Jockey Club and Treasurer 
of the Maryland State Fair and Agricul¬ 
tural Association, operators of Timonium, 
and President of the powerful Thorough¬ 
bred Racing Associations of America, has 
been voted by the New York Turf Writers 
Association as the man who has done the 
most for racing during the past year. Mr. 
Parr, a Director and longtime member of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, 
developed an interest in racing as a boy in 
school in the days when the silks of his 
uncle, the late Ral Parr, were being car¬ 
ried to success on many of America’s prin¬ 
cipal tracks by some top stakes horses on 
the flat and over fences. Harry Parr has 
worked hard for racing for years, but par¬ 
ticularly during the past two years as head 
of the T.R.A. There were many headaches 
last winter and spring for the man in that 
unenviable position, but no duty was 
shirked and every effort was made to help 
the game along by Mr. Parr. 

While the racing, handicapping and 
breeding of Thoroughbreds is Harry Parr’s 
chief sporting interest, he has for many 
years been a champion on the links, win¬ 
ning many golf tournaments. The Balti¬ 
more Orioles have no more indefatigable 
rooter than Harry Parr, who endeavored to 
arrange a diamond at Pimlico so that the 
burned-out team could play there until 
their hoped-for new location is complete. 
Mr. Parr’s award was well earned, and the 
New York newspapermen made no mis¬ 
take in their selection, according to their 
Maryland brethren. 

Harford County Juniors Active 

Interest in the Harford County Junior 
Horse and Pony Club has grown through 
the summer by leaps and bounds. "'School¬ 
ing shows,” where rider rather than mount 
gets the schooling, have been held in vari¬ 
ous parts of the county, sponsored by the 
several Chapters of the organization. Close 
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on a hundred young Harfordians have 
evinced keen interest in the improvement 
of their horsemanship, and every assistance 
has been afforded by those adults in the 
county in a position to aid the youngsters. 

In the most recent news letter to hand 
Mrs. Dean Bedford, who judged the Joppa 
Schooling Show, had some pertinent re¬ 
marks to make which will be found of in¬ 
terest to all junior riders, and of which we 
quote in part: 

"Most boys and girls in the pony club will wonder 
why so much stress is put on Horsemanship Classes in 
all the horse shows. After all they are Horse Shows 
not Rider Shows, yet a really fine rider, called tech¬ 
nically a finished horseman, can take a very inferior 
horse and make that horse show with such glamour, 
as the movies put it, that it will win over really top 
horses. . . . 

‘'Why we practice horsemanship constantly is to 
really try to make ourselves part of the horse, the 
thinking part, like the Greek Centaurs, and no good 
rider was ever born who does not keep learning until 
the day he dies. . . . 

"The good showman finds an open space and puts 
his mount where the judge has to see him. A finished 
horseman, if he has a nice mount, looks the other 
horses over outside the ring and decides the one he 
has to beat and if that horse is ridden by an experi¬ 
enced rider who knows how to keep out of pockets, 
the first rider will keep his horse very near the latter 
so that the judge will have to compare the horses and 
the rider hopes find his mount the better. . .. 

"In the hunter and jumper classes, a great many re¬ 
fusals can be prevented at the first fence, if the rider 
gives his mount a moment to size up the ring instead 
of rushing him headlong at the first jump usually at 
an angle. When you take your mount in the ring, make 
a small circle at the gate, so the animal can see the 
whole ring and you can swallow that lump in your 
throat.’' 

Although official word has not been is¬ 
sued, indications are that the Bel Air Chap¬ 
ter of the Club may have a hunt some time 
during October. Plans are based on the co¬ 
operation of the Jerusalem Hunt Club who 
have always been willing to assist young 
riders in this area. It probably will be on 
the same general pattern of the Junior 
Hunt sponsored by the Jerusalem Hunt 
Club last fall when about thirty young 
riders and fifty additional persons or so who 
were on hand to see the start and finish of 
the chase, assembled at the farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. William D. Amoss near Bel Air. 
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Harry A. Parr III, honored lor his services 
to racing during the past year.

Trainers' Bulletin: 
Improvements Needed 

By Joe H. Palmer 

The end of the war, among its countless 
greater benefits, has shot one of the na¬ 
tions greatest excuses out from under it. 
For nearly four years every sort of inade¬ 
quacy, bad service, poor accommodation, 
cheap quality, has been attributed to "the 
war, you know.” There were a few people 
who didn’t say much about the war and 
went ahead to do the best they could with 
what they had, and usually turned in a 
pretty satisfactory job, too. Right around 
the top of this small list I would put the 
Stevens catering company, but this is get- 
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ting somewhat off the subject. 

All through the war there were some 
tracks that couldn’t get lumber to build 
and repair stables, and others that built 
and repaired stables. There were some that 
couldn’t get labor to maintain their racing 
strips adequately, and others which tore up 
and rebuilt and improved their racing 
strips. Sectional variation, I suppose. 

Well, manpower controls are off now, 
and materials are forthcoming now or 
soon. Some taxes seem certain to go almost 
immediately. And money is rolling into 
the pari-mutuel windows in a golden flood. 
So there can be one explanation only for a 
race track which doesn’t get its racing strip 
and its stable area in good shape—it just 
doesn’t give a damn. 

It was more or less in the light of this 
situation that a meeting of the directors of 
the American Trainers’ Association was 
held at Belmont Park on August 30, with 
a number of the owners who are backing 
the association also present. There was 
presented and agreed upon a set of re¬ 
quirements which the major race tracks 
at which members of the association race 
will be asked to meet. It was decided that 
the association would bring to bear every 
influence at its command toward the real¬ 
ization of its program. 

Practically this means a somewhat more 
aggressive policy on the part of the asso¬ 
ciation. If the pressure of publicity is re¬ 
quired to improve sanitary conditions, for 
instance, then publicity will be provided. 
If the Board of Health has to be appealed 
to, in it comes. If, in other words, a whole 
boat-load of hell has to be raised to get de¬ 
cent conditions in the stable area, the boat 
will be provided. 

The Association is encouraged in this at¬ 
titude by the fact that the requirements 
themselves are no more than obvious. In 
fact the heads of some of the more progres¬ 
sive tracks will probably look on them with 
some amusement, as being things which a 
track ought to do by itself, without being 
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prodded. But, that you may judge for your¬ 
self, here are the requirements: 

1. The Racing Strip. 

A. The base is to be uniform and smooth, kept 
free from holes or variations. 

B. The track cushion is to be uniform in depth 
and texture, and this condition is to be 
maintained by employment of enough labor 
and use of proper implements to offset the 
natural tendency of the cushion to shift to 
the inside. 

C. The cushion is to be screened when neces¬ 
sary, and stones, pebbles, nails, hinges, clam 
and oyster shells, hoof picks, door knobs, 
and other foreign objects are to be regularly 
removed from the track. 

D. The track is to be watered in such amounts 

and at such times as conditions require. 

E. Owners and their trainers should be con¬ 
sulted before major changes are made in 
tracks over which their horses race. 

2. The Stable Area. 

A. Antiquated and dilapidated stables are to be 
rebuilt and modernized and all stables are 
to be kept in good condition. 

B. Sleeping quarters are to be provided for 
stable help, in houses or dormitories apart 
from the stables, both to provide more sani¬ 
tary and livable quarters, and to reduce the 
hazard from fire. 

C. Track kitchens are to be provided in which 
stable help can get good food under sani¬ 
tary conditions and at fair prices. The ac¬ 
commodations are to be adequate for the 
number of stablemen at a given track, and 
if necessary to keep prices within the reach 
of stablemen, the kitchens should be sub¬ 
sidized by the racing association. 

D. Fire prevention. A determined effort is to 
be made in fire prevention. Immediate sur¬ 
veys of conditions should be launched and 
such fire equipment provided as the surveys 
indicate are required. Automatic alarms and 
an alarm box in every stable are recom¬ 
mended. An educational campaign should 
be begun, involving the use of posters, and 
inspections by authorized persons for the 
purpose of finding and removing fire haz¬ 
ards, and enforcement of rules about smok¬ 
ing in stables. 

E. Sanitation. Adequate and convenient toilets 
and baths are to be provided and maintained 
in a sanitary condition. Manure pits are to 
be adequate and convenient and manure is 
to be removed daily. A separate container 
for bottles, wire, and similar objects should 
be provided at each pit. 

F. Roads within the stable area are to be main¬ 
tained in good condition and sprinkled as 
necessary. 

G. Policing. Racing associations are to employ 
a separate force for policing the stable areas, 
and all persons not employed or having 
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business therein are to be removed. Horse¬ 
men owning dogs shall be required to keep 
them confined or on leash during the racing 
and training hours. Enforcement is to be 
made by track police, and fines shall be 
levied if necessary. 

These speak for themselves and little 
discussion is needed. They are not selfish 
objectives which will advantage trainers at 
the expense of any other group in racing. 
They are as much help to trainers who do 
not belong to the American Trainers Asso¬ 
ciation as to those who do. They are, as 
John M. Gaver, president of the associa¬ 
tion, put it, devoted in one way or another 
entirely to the protection of property. 

The assistance of the advisory commit¬ 
tee of owners is naturally going to be of the 
utmost importance in pressing this pro¬ 
gram. To this committee in recent weeks 
have been added two of racing’s more pro¬ 
gressive younger men. Commander Ogden 
Phipps and Lt. Alfred Vanderbilt, both just 
getting out of the armed services, and sev¬ 
eral other additions are contemplated. 

Need a Smart Youngster 
on Your Farm? 

In the days when we were conducting a 
course in Light Horse Production (a proj¬ 
ect soon to be resumed) at the University 
of Maryland, one of our outstanding stu¬ 
dents was Billy Stevens, a young man who 
was a leader in the Riding Club and a keen 
student of the horse. We lost track of Bill 
when wartime duties separated us all in 
1942 but heard he was doing a good job 
in the Air Corps. Now from 1st Lieut. 
William C. Stevens comes a letter which 
we print below. If anyone has a place in 
their establishment for such a young man 
as Bill Stevens, we can thoroughly recom¬ 
mend him for it. The letter, in part, fol¬ 
lows: 

Dear Mr. Finney: 

It has been a long time since I have corresponded 
with you. I have been able to keep up with your 
activities through The MARYLAND HORSE and it was 
really a comfort while I was in England. 

I thought perhaps you would be interested in hear¬ 
ing how England is these days. She is as all of us 
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have pictured her—green, quaint cottages, stone 
fences, large, old and dirty cities, steeped in tradition 
and slightly damaged by Jerry. I roamed about Regent 
St., Oxford St., down the Mall to Buckingham Pal¬ 
ace, over to the Tower of London, and along the fa¬ 
mous old Thames. From our base near Norwich we 
took bicycle rides throughout East Anglia. On passes 
we ventured to Cambridge and Oxford, and wandered 
around the campus of these old colleges. No sight 
was more gratifying after a mission than to see the 
coast of England through a blanket of fog and haze. 
She was heaven to us. I was first pilot on B-24’s and 
flew 23 missions over Germany, visiting such towns 
as Berlin, Munster, Essen, etc., and leaving our 8000 
pound love notes. 

I had the privilege of seeing Dante win the Derby 
and watching Sun Stream perform. Dante is a won¬ 
derfully made colt with the carriage of a king. He 
has been long legs, fine bone, a short back and is 
turned in great symmetry. Sun Stream is a dainty 
filly, but with great substance about her. Newmarket 
is a lovely place with its turf and white fencing. The 
grounds have not been let go in ruins and are immacu¬ 
late. The breeding farms that dot the Newmarket area 
are filled with lazy colts and industrious broodmares. 

I was homesick indeed after seeing all of these things. 

I do not believe England—on the average—has run¬ 
ning horses that will compare with our own, but her 
outstanding ones are really outstanding as the year¬ 
ling brothers of Dante proves. He recently sold for 
$117,000.00. 

In February 1943 I received my B.S. in Animal 
Husbandry. I tried to get my commission in the 
Remount Service but was unable to. I am planning 
now to attend U. of Pa., to get a vet. degree. 

However, I shall not be able to attend school until 
September 1946, as I am now married and have two 
fine youngsters. I am interested in getting located 
some place where I might gain experience in horse 
breeding, training, and raising. I thought perhaps you 
would have some ideas. 

I will be discharged from the service by the last 
of October. Please address any correspondence to my 
home 503 Ethan Allen Ave., Takoma Park, 12, Mary¬ 
land.

Two meetings of the Maryland Horse¬ 
men’s Protective Association have been 
held since the last issue of The Maryland 
Horse went to press. The first was held 
at the Belvedere Hotel in Baltimore, and 
the last in the Stevens’ Dining Room at 
Laurel Race Track. In Baltimore the main 
order of business was the problem of trans¬ 
porting horses in training from track to 
track. The half-mile circuits had opened in 
Maryland, and, in consequence of a Gov¬ 
ernment order placing certain restrictions 
on the shipping of horses for racing, the 
Board of Directors felt that this complica¬ 
tion must be handled immediately. 

It has always been astonishing—but 
particularly during the stress of wartime 
difficulties, that the Racing Commission is¬ 
sues dates disregarding the distances be¬ 
tween these half-mile tracks. The half-mile 
circuit starts at Hagerstown, moves on to 
Bel Air, returns west to Cumberland, wind¬ 
ing up on the lowlands of the Patuxent 
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River at Marlboro. This arrangement bene¬ 
fits neither horse nor horseman. The van 
operators under stress to fulfill the de¬ 
mands on them, agree that it is most im¬ 
practical. 

Len Carver, Clarence Mills, Gordon B. 
Frey, James F. Beider, Calvin O. Ferguson 
and Basil Hall were requested to meet with 
the members of the Board of Directors to 
work out details of possible horse travel, 
without interferring with the Govern¬ 
ment’s restrictions. With spendid coopera¬ 
tion, the group together worked out the 
lease-form, under which horsemen could 
transfer their horses from track to track. 
As all movements had to comply with 
regulations, the counsel of Mr. Joseph 
Kadans, an attorney of Baltimore, was se¬ 
cured. The coming of Peace has alleviated 
our troubles, but the Board appreciated the 
good job performed by our local van op¬ 
erators. 

The Board acknowledged with apprecia¬ 
tion the privileges extended to the Horse¬ 
men’s Protective Association, by Mr. 
George P. Mahoney, Chairman of the 
Maryland Racing Commission. In offering 
recommendations for the good of Racing’s 
future, the following suggestions have 
been presented: 

1. The rules of procedure of the Racing Secretary 
should be standardized or the rules of procedure of 
each Racing Secretary should be posted on the bulle¬ 
tin board in the Secretary’s office. 

2. The Racing Commission should establish the 
minimum number of entries required to fill a race. It 
is not intended to void the use of a two horse, three 
horse, or four horse race if the secretary desires such 
a race, but to eliminate the practice of arbitrarily call¬ 
ing off a race with five or six entries on the basis that 
the race has not filled. It is also suggested that the 
names of the horses entered be posted when a race 
is declared not filled. 

3. It is suggested that the number of maiden races, 
over both short and long distances, for three-year-olds 
and upwards be increased. It is felt that a minimum 
of four such races a week would not be excessive. 

4. That the preferred list (stars) be carried over 
from each track to the next one to operate during the 
season. This suggestion is not urgent at this time, but 
will become so when the normal procedure of ten 
days and two-week meetings return. Prior to the war 
it was not unusual for a horse to receive three or four 
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preference stars and be unable to race at the meeting. 

5. That one sprint race or one distance race for 
cheap horses be carded every day. 

6. That a Racing Secretary be disqualified from 
handicapping a race in which a member of his family 
has made an entry. 

The button vs. badge admittance ques¬ 
tion was hotly discussed in the last meeting 
at Laurel Park. Mr. Luke O’Brien, the 
popular and respected General Manager of 
Laurel Park, had been invited to attend the 
meeting. Mr. O’Brien stated that the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Department has ruled that 
buttons would not be recognized as a badge 
of free admission. He produced a letter 
bearing the form of the Department’s re¬ 
jection. It was felt that this ruling could 
have been influenced through the practice 
of racing horses under assumed names of 
ownership. The Protective Association is 
making a thorough survey of its member¬ 
ship, but the Racing Secretaries have been 
somewhat indolent in these matters, since 
their power of designating stall space is so 
unlimited. 

The Board thanked Mr. O’Brien for his 
graciousness in going over the problems 
confronting the horsemen at this meeting, 
and in acknowledgment he assured them 
that the door of his office would always be 
open to welcome any suggestions that 
would be of benefit to racing. 

Delaware Park Improvements 

With a view of improving and increas¬ 
ing facilities to the public the Board of Di¬ 
rectors of Delaware Park have authorized 
the Executive Committee to proceed with 
a general survey and the drawing of plans 
for expansion. These are to include im¬ 
mediate changes, urgently needed, for the 
1946 meeting. The most important change 
contemplated according to present indica¬ 
tions, is sufficient alteration in the Grand¬ 
stand and Clubhouse structure so that the 
seating capacity will be considerably in¬ 
creased. Among the other projected im¬ 
provements is an expansion of parking fa¬ 
cilities so that motor traffic can be more 
fully accommodated. 
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Dante's American Heritage 

By "Salvator” 

The very attractive and interesting Sep¬ 
tember number contains a wide variety of 
contributions all making good reading— 
with a single exception. 

Reference is to the article appearing on 
pages 23-24 and devoted to the sensational 
British colt, Dante, winner of the Derby 
and otherwise unbeaten save for a single 
instance, the Guineas, in which his defeat 
is regarded as a pure fluke due to accidental 
circumstances. 

This article, by John Beamish, is very 
smoothly written and no fault is to be 
found with the information it contains re¬ 
garding this now-so-famous colt — with 
one exception. 

It is presented as written for the Ameri¬ 
can reader, who is presumed to be ignorant 
of Dante’s history and background (some¬ 
thing not at all the fact) while it omits al¬ 
together the most important thing about 
him to the American reader—namely that 
a long line of his ancestors were bred in 
this country and without doubt contributed 
their share to his class and achievements. 

This American section of Dante’s pedi¬ 
gree I have furthermore noticed, in a num¬ 
ber of other articles about him coming to 
my hands, is being consistently soft- 
pedaled by the British writers in their ar¬ 
ticles recently published in their own jour¬ 
nals. It is very rarely mentioned and then 
glided over or around as something of no 
importance. 

The facts, briefly stated, are as follows: 

Dante is by Nearco, the unbeaten Ital¬ 
ian-bred colt that was imported into Eng¬ 
land a few seasons ago by "Martin Benson” 
the "leviathan” book-maker of London, 
Newmarket, etc., etc., who paid for him a 
sum then given as approximately $300,- 
000—he is now understood to belong to a 
syndicate with Benson at its head which 
took him over at an advance of his import 
price. 
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Nearco was bred by Italy's leading 
breeder, Sig. Federico Tesio and foaled in 
1935, hence is now ten years old. As a two- 
year-old he ran and won seven important 
stake events after which he went on to run 
and win six others at three, these including 
the principal Italian 'classic" events. He 
was then shipped to Paris and where he 
won the Grand Prix, defeating the pick of 
the French and English three-year-olds, and 
was bought by Benson shortly afterward 
and placed in the stud in England, where 
he has scored an unqualified success as the 
sire of Dante and numerous other brilliant 
two- and three-year-olds. 

The foreign elements in the pedigree of 
Nearco have been dwelt upon in the ar¬ 
ticle by John Beamish. What he omitted to 
mention is the fact that his great-grandam, 
Sibola, was bred in America; and not only 
that—his female line back of her for over 
100 years! 

Sibola, foaled 1896, was bred by the 
late Pierre Lorillard at his famous Ran- 
cocas Farm, Jobstown, N. J., and was taken 
to England as a yearling to race, where she 
distinguished herself by winning the classic 
1,000 Guineas as a three-year-old in 1899. 
She never returned to this country but was 
put to breeding there and in 1910 pro¬ 
duced the bay filly Catnip, by Spearmint, 
the Derby winner of 1906—he, by the 
way, being a son of the renowned Austral¬ 
ian race horse and progenitor Carbine, 
which gives still another International 
twist to the pedigree, not noted by Mr. 
Beamish. 

Catnip was sold for a small sum to Sig. 
Tesio, who took her to Italy, where she 
proved an excellent producer of stake and 
other winners. Her foal of 1928 was the 
brown filly Nogara, by Rabelais, and she 
produced Nearco in 1935 as aforesaid. 

Here is the chain of American-bred 
dams of Sibola, the great-grandam of 
Nearco, the sire of Dante and of his own 
brother, the yearling that sold for $117,- 
600 on September 12 last at Newmarket: 
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Sibola (1896), by The Sailor Prince. 

Saluda (1883), by Mortemer. 

Perfection (1875 ), by Leamington. 

Maiden (1862), by Lexington. 

Kitty Clark (185 3), by Glencoe. 

Miss Obstinate (1829), by Sumpter. 

Jenny Slamerkin (1823), by Tiger. 

Hannah Harris (1807), by Buzzard. 

Indiana (1802), by Columbus. 

Jane Hunt (1796), by Paragon. 

Moll (17—), by Figure. 

Slamerkin (1769), by Wildair. 

Cub Mare (1762), by Cub. 

As will be seen, the tap-root of the pedi¬ 
gree, in America, was that immortal ma¬ 
tron the Cub Mare, imported in 1765 by 
James De Lancey, of New York and that 
has been humorously but justly called "the 
grandmother of the American Stud Book" 
as she is the ancestress of more great stake 
winners, sires and dams of them, in the 
direct female line, than any of the other 
foundation mares in that great work. 

Of her family the branch familiarly 
known as that of Miss Obstinate is perhaps 
the best known and most prolific and to it, 
as will be seen, Nearco belongs. 

The vast majority of the famous de¬ 
scendants of the Cub Mare trace to her 
through her daughter Slamerkin, that was 
bred by De Lancey but became a brood 
mare in the famous stud of Daniel Hunt, 
in New Jersey, of Colonial, Revolutionary 
and early U. S. A. times. In that stud her 
daughter, Moll, and grand-daughter, Jane 
Hunt, were also bred. Jane Hunt went to 
Kentucky, to the stud of John Harris, of 
Franklin County, who bred from her In¬ 
diana, the next link in the chain, also the 
next three generations of mares, Hannah 
Harris, Jenny Slamerkin and Miss Obstin¬ 
ate. The last-named mare passed to Charles 
Buford, of the famous Kentucky Buford 
family of breeders and racing men, who in 
turn bred from her Kitty Clark. 

Kitty Clark joined the broodmare band 
at Woodburn Farm, Spring Station, Ky., 
being bought by R. A. Alexander for the 
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express purpose of mating her with Lex¬ 
ington, which cross proved very successful 
and produced a number of notable foals, 
especially Maiden, a fine race mare and the 
dam of the ever-famous gelding Parole, 
etc., etc. Maiden was one of the matrons in 
the celebrated Erdenheim Stud of Aristides 
Welch, in the suburbs of Philadelphia, 
now owned by Mr. Geo. D. Widener and 
there, to the cover of Leamington produced 
not only Parole but other memorable foals, 
among them Perfection. Pierre Lorillard 
bought Perfection, a very fast filly, that he 
mated with Mortemer to produce various 
good ones, including Saluda, that won 
seven races as a two-year-old and then pro¬ 
duced Sibola, the winner of the 1,000 
Guineas and great-grandam of Nearco. 

This, stated briefly and without many 
incidental facts of much interest to Ameri¬ 
can readers, is what makes Dante, Nearco, 
et al, of real importance to all persons 
affiliated with the Throughbred in this 
country. As will be seen, the chain of Near- 
co’s maternal ancestors bred in U. S. A. 
began as far back as 1769 and extended 
from that date to 1896, or over a period of 
127 years (to wit, from the date of foal¬ 
ing of Slamerkin to that of Sibola, though 
in reality it goes back to 1875, the year 
that Slamerkin’s dam, the Cub Mare, was 
imported by De Lancey.) This is a longer 
period than this family (No. 4 of the Lowe 
system) had existed previously in England, 
while since Sibola (1896) it has been bred 
only betwen 1910 and 1918 in England 
(one generation) and between 1918 and 
1935 (two generations) in Italy. It is, 
therefore, more largely American than 
otherwise, the genealogical count being as 
follows: English — 10; American 13; 
English—1; Italian—2.

Fox Hunting in Maryland in 
Ye Olden Tymes 

I am indebted to Dr. J. Hall Pleasants 
and Mr. William B. Marye, of the Mary¬ 
land Historical Society for the following 
interesting notice copied from the Mary¬ 
land Journal and Commercial Daily Ad¬ 
vertiser of Baltimore, for July 21, 1785, 
which proves the antiquity of the ancient 
and Honorable sport of Fox Hunting in 
this vicinity by the predecessor of the Elk- 
ridge-Harford Hunt: 

"The Baltimore Hunt: A Huntsman 
wanted—Proposals to be sent to Grant’s 
Tavern (The Fountain Inn). Applicants 
must be well acquainted with the training 
and hunting of dogs." 

This notice should be of great interest 
to the hunting set of Maryland, since it is 
earlier by seven years than the earliest pre¬ 
viously known notice of the Baltimore 
Hunt, which was found by Dr. J. Hall 
Pleasants, and published in the Maryland 
Historical Magazine of 1940. 

Additional notices were found in the 
Federal Gazette of Baltimore, January 4, 
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1799, "The Baltimore Hunt advertises for 
Red and Gray Foxes. Will pay $6.00 for a 
Red and $4.00 for a Gray. Also wants 
small hounds. March 28th and April 7th, 

1800, Fox Hunt—Hounds will go out to¬ 
morrow morning at 8:00 o’clock.” 

Any sport that has carried on for over 
a century must be firmly intrenched in the 
hearts of its devoted followers, and fox 
hunting is still a major sport in the "Old 
Line State.”

The Editor's Saddle-Bag 

August 16 . Rigan McKinney stopped 
by this morning to take me up to The Pad- 
dock, at Monkton, where ’'Babe*' Saportas, 
ably assisted by Billy Myers, is doing a 
great job breaking yearlings for many 
varied owners. Mrs. Saportas has more 
horses than she can take care of, so good 
have been the results achieved with the 
well mannered youngsters that have grad¬ 
uated from her school for young Thor¬ 
oughbreds. 

August 18 . Drove up to Hampstead 
this morning, to the first Maryland show 
to be held in peacetime. There was an air 
of pleasant relaxation about the show, 
which drew excellent entries and provided 
good competition throughout. The Hamp¬ 
stead Hunt Club has bought a good piece 
of land and is developing a fine perma¬ 
nent setting for its show that is one of the 
best in Maryland. Stopped en route to see 
Bill Reedy at Sagamore and also to have 
a look at Ponty and Petee Wrack at 
"'Downey” Bonsai’s Mantua Farm. The 
old horse is in great fettle. 

August 20. With Adolphe Pons I 
went up to Cockeysville today to see a cou¬ 
ple of mares at the L. H. Burton farm, 
where Count Morse is standing. This 
horse has some promising youngsters from 
his first crops and ought to do well if given 
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a chance. Visited Dr. Ensor s Montfaucon 
to see a couple of good Count Morse foals 
and also stopped to see the old show mare 
Toots and her offspring at Jack Sadler’s, 
though no one was at home there. 

August 21. Spent part of this after¬ 
noon at the shelter of the Humane Society 
of Baltimore County at Pikesville, where 
the Horse Committee of the group was 
meeting to plan some post-war activities. 

August 25. Arrived here at Athol, 
Massachusetts, this morning to judge a 
show, after a night run on the Federal Ex¬ 
press to Boston. Have had some good 
classes in one of which was a Maryland- 
bred, a daughter of *Kantar and Tread- 
haven, by *Sir Greysteel, which is a nice 
lady’s hunter. Met with the Council of the 
New England Horse Shows Association to¬ 
night. 

August 27. After a busy day at Athol 
I got a ride for the seventy-five miles down 
to Boston last night, there catching the 
Federal again for Baltimore, getting home 
this morning for a full day in the office. 

August 30. Yesterday I drove up to 
New York and out to Garden City, to at¬ 
tend the sales at Belmont Park, the first 
of which was held this morning, with good 
prices obtained for anything with the re¬ 
motest chance of winning a race of any 
sort. Spent this afternoon at the races, 
where I saw a couple of ^Challengers 
score. 

August 31. Finished off the sales this 
morning, with better horses and higher 
prices than yesterday, then took to the road 
again, headed North through Connecticut 
and Massachusetts to Rutland, Vermont. 
The drive up the parkways was a pleasant 
one. Everybody was out, headed for a La¬ 
bor Day week-end of relaxation. 

September 1. Left Rutland early 
this morning and drove over to Wood- 
stock, arriving in time to see the finish of 
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the Hundred Mile Ride, which drew very 
good entries, despite the uncertainty ear¬ 
lier as to transportation facilities. A Mor- 
gan-Arabian cross, Tony, won the Heavy¬ 
weight division for Luther Witham, Ruth 
Dickson’s Morgan, Sadwin, was judged 
best of the Lightweights, and young 
Tommy Harvey, of Radnor, Pa., won the 
Junior Lightweight award on his Thor¬ 
oughbred Kinloch. There was an interest¬ 
ing Gymkhana this afternoon that drew 
lots of young riders, and tonight we attend¬ 
ed the 100 Mile Banquet, for riders who 
had covered the hundred miles of the ride 
and for judges of the event, this celebrat¬ 
ing the tenth anniversary of the ride. An 
auction sale of all sorts of odds and ends 
of horse gear followed the banquet, this 
being held at "Fergie’s” stable at the Inn. 

September 2. Left oodstock early 
this morning and drove to Syracuse, where 
we have a show to handle tomorrow. 
Stopped at Schuylerville, New York, for 
a visit with John L. O’Conor, with whom 
we had a pleasant lunch, and then drove 
to Saratoga, where we looked over the 
sales plant, and the sprawling racing plant, 
as well as visiting acquaintances in the 
town. All want racing back and wonder 
why they could have a banner meeting at 
the Saratoga harness racing plant, but no 
running meet. Fact is the trotters draw big 
crowds from the countryside and cities in 
driving distance, few visitors who stay in 
the city for any long periods. The Army is 
still in the main track, but all can be put in 
order in a short time and preparations are 
under way to move the Saratoga meeting 
back home next year, not to speak of the 
Eastern yearling sales. 

September 3. Labor Day. Harry Wal¬ 
ton picked me up this morning and drove 
me out to the Limestone Creek Hunt Club 
where we found a number of old friends 
gathered for the show. Gerry Strickland, 
who breeds a few horses in Maryland and 
trains with Frank A. Bonsai, was on hand

Unfortunately the horse will not be at the 
Genesee Valley Breeders’ Show tomorrow 
as he has been under the weather for a few 
weeks with an unpleasant illness. 

September 7. This morning I picked 
up Fred Parks, native of Timonium and 
Secretary of the Breeding Bureau of the 
Jockey Club among his other duties, and 
Bob Kelley, who is in charge of Public Re¬ 
lations for The Jockey Club and is better 
known as Secretary of the Polo Associa¬ 
tion, and took them to the Lookover Stal-

Club’s stallions are kept in their idle 
months.

Spent the 
afternoon at the show and had dinner with 
the Ed. Mulligans, there meeting ''Pecks” 
Nicholls, of Detroit, and Fred Bontecou, 
of Millbrook, who were judging the show. 

September 8 . Took the group from 
New York to the Homestead at Geneseo 
this morning and spent the afternoon at 
the Breeders’ Show, which was most inter¬ 
esting to watch. Max Glover took the top 
awards with his Sailor King colt, most ap¬ 
propriately shown by Max’s son Bob, now 
wearing sailor uniform as a "boot” at Bain- 
bridge. Tonight we had a meeting with 
the exhibitors and officials and spoke about 
the Worthington Valley Sale. 

September 9. Drove home today 
from Avon, stopping off at Elmira to see 
Jim McKinnon and Manager Bates David¬ 
son of the Kinwold Stables. Had not seen 
Bates since he got out of the uniform of a 
Chief Specialist (D) of the Coast Guard’s 
Mounted Beach Patrol. Jim McKinnon 
has a good stable of hunters and show 
horses at Elmira, headed by Pappy, Eve 
Prime’s former mount from Warrenton, 
Va. 

September 10. Opening Day at Laurel, 
and the great show for one and all. The 
Capital Handicap was split into two divi¬ 
sions, Frank A. Bonsai winning both of 
them, with Harry Straus’ homebred New 
Moon and the Pentagon Stable’s The 
Doge. To add to his laurels Downey ran 
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one-two in the second section, with Quar¬ 
ter Moon, half-brother to New Moon, fin¬ 
ishing second for Mr. Straus. Certainly 
Ladyinthemoon was a good buy for Harry 
Straus when he picked her up at a sale 
Louis Merryman ran at Timonium eight 
or ten years ago. The mare is a first class 
producer. 

September 13. In spite of the fact that 
we were privileged to be among Matt 
Daiger’s guests at the Advertising Club’s 
testimonial dinner to General Reckord last 
night, we got away early this morning for 
Hagerstown and Virginia. Raleigh Bur¬ 
roughs, of the staff of the Turf and Sport 
Digest, was our companion on the trip. We 
first visited the Fairchild plant at Hagers¬ 
town, where we were shown the Packet, 
the plane the company expects to fix up 
as a horse transport, if and when the de¬ 
mand develops for such a carrier. The 
Packet will be the subject of a later article 
in this magazine, when we receive the pho¬ 
tographs of it that are being sent us. From 
Hagerstown we went to Charles Town to 
see a few horses, and thence to Audley 
Farm, where Mr. E. L. Jones has some 
eleven yearlings and nine two-year-olds to 
sell.
